Phone calls at $2,425 a minute 


any harmless scams 
take the form of e- 
mail hoaxes. These 


scams are usually chain letters 
promising anything from free 
clothing, to trips, to cash if you 
send the message along to a 
certain number of people. 
Other email hoaxes, much like 
the one circulating around cam- 
pus last November, warn peo- 
ple about potential dangers that 
never really existed. 

In this particular hoax, an 
email was sent warning women 
about men driving around in a 
van trying to accost young 
women in parking lots by ask- 
ing them to smell a new per- 
fume. These false alarms or 
scams are relatively benign 
since they don't involve giving 
out any personal information, 
or sending any money. Many 
people just send them along, 
wonder why the free stuff they 
were promised was never deliv- 
ered, and hope they saved lives 
by warning everyone they 
know about the parking lot van 
predators. Others don't even 
bother. "I just delete them," 
said freshman Mary Otters. "I'll 
look at them, but it's not worth 
my time to send them." 

Some scams, however, can be 
potentially devastating. Re- 
cently, the Clarke community 
was alerted to a telephone scam 
that was being run in southern

Wisconsin —_ and Dubuque. 
According to Jim Prestley, 
Clarke Supervisor of Security, 
the party running the scam is a 
legitimate business in the 
Dominican Republic. 

The company reaches its vic- 
tims through telephone, pager or 
e-mail. They are told that either 
they have won a prize or that a 
family member is in jail. They 
are then given a phone number

with an 809 area code to call. As 
soon as the connection is made, 
they are charged $2,425 per 
minute for the phone call. Once 
billed, there is no way to dispute 
the charges. 

Clarke security was notified of 
this scam on January 18 from 
police in southern Wisconsin. 
Since then, Prestley said, they 
haven't heard anything more 
about it. 

"There were a couple of people 
in Dubuque affected by it, but no 
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one on campus has reported any- 
thing,” he said. 

If you get a phone call or email] 
from this company, Prestley 
urges you to notify Clarke secu- 
rity, and the Dubuque Police 
department. 

There's an old saying... "If it 
sounds to good to be true, it 
probably is." Next time you 
receive an email claiming to 
reward you with free Gap clothes 
for life if you send it on to I5 
people, or get a phone call from 
someone asking for your credit 
card number so they can give you 
a million dollar prize, just 
remember that saying, and you'll 
probably never be the victim of a 
scam.
